SUGGESTIONS. 

Permit me to make the following suggestions: 

1. | would repeat a suggestion from my last report, viz.: That the brethren 
be more prompt in giving their presiding officer proper and immediate notice 
of all acts which concern this body. 

2. That the Constitution of our churches be so amended, that whatever 
change may take place in the same, particularly when their relation to the 
General Synod of the Evangelical Lutheran Church in the United States of 
America is disturbed, the property belonging to the congregation shall not 
pass into the hands of parties not belonging to the above-named General 
Synod, without the consent of said General Synod. 

3. That at this meeting of Synod, we take into consideration the appoint- 
ment of a suitable man as a Traveling Secretary for our Synod, and that we 
take pledges for his support at some convenient time during this Convention 
of Synod. Further, that a committee of five be appointed, with headquarters at 
Omaha, who shall have in charge the appointment of the man, the raising of 
the needed funds, and the direction of the work—all that is done to be done 
with the consent of the Board of Home Missions. 

4. That we urge all our pastors whose congregations are in possession of 
property, to see to it that their property be properly and immediately insured 
against fire and storm. 

And now, brethren, my work as your presiding officer is done. I thank 
you most heartily for the honor you have now twice bestowed upen me. 

I have endeavored to discharge my duties conscientiously, and for the glory 
of God, 


Mistakes have no doubt been made, but they have been of the head, and

I hand back to you this trust, praying that the mantle may fall upon one 
more worthy than myself.

On motion, Bro. Robert Weidensall was now given time to 
present before Synod the subject of procuring a general State 
Secretary. Bro. Weidensall’s address was listened to with the 
interest the subject demanded. 


Report of Committee No. 1.—On President's Report. 

Your Committee on the annual report of the President of Synod, respect- 
fully submit the results of their examination of this document: 

The report presents an official account of the ecclesiastical events which 
make up an epitomized history of Lutheran church life and work within the 
bounds of our Synod during the past Synodical year. Whilst the report re- 
veals our President's fidelity to his official trust, it also exhibits the growth of 
our opportunities for evangelistic work, and some of the rich, ripe fruits of 
patient, faithful efforts. The Synod has abundant reason to unite with its 
presiding officer in ascription of praise to the Giver of all good for His mani- 
fold mercies during the past year. 

Owing to deferred reports, the President was unable to incorporate several 
interesting items of intelligence into his report. They have been handed to 
the Committee as a supplementary statement. 

In regard to the suggestions presented for consideration and action, the 
Committee offer the following resolutions : 

1. Resolved, That Synod enjoins upon all its ministerial members the duty 
of giving to their presiding officer immediate notice of all acts and events that 


concern this body, so that he may properly discharge his duty of advice and 


suggestion, and embody such facts in his official report. 

2. Resolved, That this Synod earnestly recommends to all its congregations 
the propriety of guarding against any future alienation of church property from 
the Lutheran Church as represented by the General Synod, by the adoption of 
the Constitution of Churches recommended by the Board of Home Missions 
of the General Synod, or so much of that Constitution as will forever secure 
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our chureh property from diversion from its original design and uses in con- 


nection with a Lutheran Synod that is a constituent part of the General 
Synod. 

3. Resolved, That to facilitate the purpose of the foregoing resolution, the 
Secretary of Synod is hereby directed to have published in the minutes a copy 
of the Form of Constitution for Churches recommended by the Board of 
Home Missions. 

4. WHEREAS, in view of our pressing and ever-increasing opportunities of 
evangelistic work in this state, the time has fully come to secure, if possible, 
the services of a suitable man to act as Secretary at Large—therefore, 

Resolved (1) That pledges be taken for the support of such Secretary u 
Large during this convention of Synod. 

Resolved (2), That a committee be appointed with place of meeting u 
Omaha, who shall have in charge the appointment of the Secretary, the rais 
ing of the needed funds and the general direction of the work, under respon- 
sibility to Synod and with the consent of the Board of Home Missions of Gen- 
eral Synod. 

5. Resolved, That in view of recent experience of one of our churches de 
stroyed by lightning, we recommend to our congregations the expediency of 
insuring their property without delay against fire and storm.

Item 1. A letter from J. C. Zimmerman, Secretary of the Board of Church 
Extension. He regrets his unavoidable absence from our present meeting, 
calls attention to the importance of the work of the Board of Church Exten- 
sion, asks Synod to make up its full apportionment, and expresses the desire 
that Synod give a hearing to Rev. Lenker, the representative of the Board. 

Your Committee recommend: 

1. That our pastors and churches are earnestly urged to remember in their 
contributions that important agency of our church, and not to fail to meet 
their full apportionment. 

2. That Bro. Lenker be heard before Synod in behalf of the Board. 

Item 2. Is a letter from the Joint Council of the Oakland, Tekamah and 
Grace congregations of Burt county, Nebraska, asking Synod to sanction the 
action of Council, uniting the above-named congregations into a pastoral 
charge, to be called the Oakland Charge.

Report of Advisory Home Mission Committee. 
The following report was presented to Synod and adopted: 
Dear Brethren ; Your Committee have no easy task to perform in giving a 
report which will accomplish some good, and work to the highest interest of 
the cause. We endeavored to secure information from the various mission 
fields of our Synod, but we are sorry to say but little was received. 
The mission interests of our Synod have made great advancement during 


the last year. We have enlarged the places of our tents, we have stretched 


forth the curtains of our habitation ; our cerds have been lengthened, and our 
stakes have been strengthened.” 

Your Committee being in charge of regular work at home, had neither time 
nor opportunity to visit the missions of our Synod. In order to give a proper 
report, this would almost be necessary. 

We shall herewith present a brief report of the regular missions of our Synod: 

1. Auburn and Stella.—This is the mission in whose midst it is our pleas- 
ure and privilege to meet. It has only been a few years since this mission 
was organized. The fact that it is able to entertain such a body as this, is 


‘sufficient proof of its healthy condition. This child is almost a man. During 


the year there has been a change of missionaries. Its former missionary being 
called further west by the B. H. M., the mission secured the services of Rev. 
J. G. Griffith as its missionary. We congratulate the mission upon its choice. 
We are glad to know that it has secured the services of so able and so worthy 
a man. 

. 2. Beatrice —This mission is still under the pastoral care of Rev. G. H. 
Albright. We have heard nothing special from this point. We feel sure that 


the work is in safe hands, and that nothing is left undone for the good of this 


mission. 

3. Butler County Mission.—This mission consists of Rising City and 
David City. The latter place has recently been added to Rising City Mix 
sion. Work was commenced at David City by Rev. D. H. Shultz, December 
27, 1885. David City being the county seat of Butler county, is an import- 
ant point. Through the diligent efforts of Rev. Shultz, a number of families 
were found in the town and sutrounding country belonging to our church. 


He labored there with much energy and self-sacrifice for about seven months. 


During this time a Woman's Home Missionary Society and a Sunday school 
were organized. 

It was the desire of your Committee that this should become a mission by 
itself, but the Home Mission Board did not see its way clear to make an ap- 
propriation, it being so near to Rising City. Hence the work was given into 
the hands of Rev. B. F. Pugh, July 27, 1886. 

These two places form now the above-named mission. It is a large and 
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an important field. During the year the South Platte Conference held a 
convention at Rising City. We found everything in most excellent condition. 
The people are united and energetic. They have a most beautiful and sub- 
stantial church building. The missionary is beloved by his people, and the 
labors of this servant of the Lord have been greatly blessed. 

4. Denver and Pueblo.—This mission is under the pastoral care of Rev. 
H. P. Hansen. We have had frequent correspondence with the missionary 
during the year. The great difficulty in the way of progress in the work of 
this mission is the lack of proper places of worship. Some of us know what 
a hindrance that is to the growth of the work. The missionary writes under 
date of August 17, 1886, that at Pueblo they have now had five different places 
of worship, and that the one which they have been using for the last six months, 
they cannot have after September. He reports the attendance, at that place, 
at public services very good, only that the people are not satished with only 
one sermon a month. They should have a church building. Would that we 
could do something for them! Rev. C. A. Roos, who received ad interim license, 
has been laboring under the direction of Rev. H. P. Hansen. He has been 
travelling through the mountains of Colorado. In a letter from him he states 
that in and about Leadville some of his own people can be found who should 
be gathered into churches, and that many of them are longiug for the bread of 
life. 

5. Acarney.—This place, and a number of other points, are under the care of 
Rev. Starner. In a letter recently received, he informs me that he had been 
supplying eight different places with preaching; that he had traveled 3942 
miles, and preached 111 sermons. This will show that the brother has not 
been idle in the Lord’s vineyard. I have no special information in reference 
to the condition of the mission, but we trust that it is growing and flourishing. 

6. Lennox, Dakota.—The Missionary, Rev. Tjaden, reports this mission as 
in good condition. Peace and harmony reign in their midst. The outlook » 
for the future, he thinks more encouraging now than at any time before. He 
laments the fact that no more was done by the congregation for benevolent 
purposes. 

7. 4 incoln.-—This mission, under the able and energetic leadership of Rev. 
L. L. Lipe, is making progress. They have been laboring under some great 
disadvantages, both in the location of their church, and the kind of a building 
they have. Steps have already been taken to change the location and build 
a new church. We will soon have the privilege to contribute our mite to 
erect a suitable temple to our God, in the capital of our State. 

9. Laramie, Wyoming. —From this mission I have no special information. 
We take for granted the work is moving on harmoniously. The German in- 
terests have been demanding much time and attention. Rev. Rosenstengel, 
as stated in the President’s report, organized the Germans into a congregation. 
The outlook seemed bright and prosperous, but not being able to secure the 
right man at the time, they seem very much discouraged. Whatever can be 
done for them should be done now.

9. North Platte.—We are most happy to report that this mission is very 
ably supplied. Rev. A. Stump took charge of the work there at the close of 
1885. They are at present engaged in building a church. The missionary is 
also looking after the interests of our Church in other places. At Sidney he 
organized a congregation. Thus the work is enlarging and widening in the 
western part of the State. 

10. Omaha.—Not only are we enlarging in the western part of the State, 
but the eastern part is not neglected. The B. H. M. commissioned Rev. G. 
H. Schnur, Jr., to the rapidly growing city of Omaha. Mission work was 
commenced already last spring by the pastor of Kountze Memorial. Two 
Sunday schools have been organized and are in active operation. These are 
located respectively in North and South Omaha. This is indeed a glorious 
beginning. which may God richly bless! 

11. Koca. — We are glad to report that this place has now a pastor located 
in the town. Ever since the organization of the congregation, this point had 
been supplied by ministers living some distance from the place. Lest spring 
the services of Rev. J. F. Kuhlman, a pioneer of our Synod, were secured. At 
present the mission is without a church building, but the prospects are re- 
ported as fair that a church will be built yet this fall. We feel confident that 
this congregation has a bright future before it. Bro. Kuhlman is also supply- 
ing our congregation at Morrill, Kans., with preaching for the present. 

12. Republican Valley Mission.—This mission was opened March 1, 1886. 
Rev. J. W. Kimmel is the missionary. There are now three regularly organ- 
ized congregations in the mission, at the following places: Franklin and 
McCook, Nebraska, and at Long Island, Kan. At the latter place a new 
church was dedicated on Sunday, September 5, 1886, and at Franklin 3 
church is in process of erection. There are a number of other places where 
services are held by the missionary. He writes that the mission is 303 miles 
east and west, and 150 miles north and south. More laborers are needed in 
this harvest field so fully ripe. 

13. 7ekamah.—This mission has been vacant since the Ist of May. We 
were greatly rejoiced to receive the information that a pastor had been called 
to this feld. Rev. R. A. White, a licentiate of the Kansas Synod, has taken 
charge. He preached his first sermon in the charge August 24, 1886. I re- 
ceived no further information, hence I cannot say anything in reference to the 
present condition of the mission. Knowing, however, that the mission has 
among its members those who are active, earnest, and able to carry forward 
the work, we feel sure that its condition is as good as could possibly be ex- 
pected under the circumstances. : 

14. Wayne.—This mission was vacant during the year for about six months. 
As is always the case when a charge is vacant, it was by no means for its 
good. Rev. M. L. Melick received and accepted a call to this mission in 
February, 1886, and entered upon his labors on the 11th of April, 1886. 
The missionary writes that he has been meeting with marked success in his 
labors. He is very hopeful for the future, especially because he has a pious

and zealous membership. He says: “ Ours are the most exemplary Chris- 
tians in Wayne.” I would here wish to add that I hope and pray that this is 
the great and only aim of our labors among the people, that they become true 
Christians. 

15. West Point—This mission became vacant immediately after the meet- 
ing of last Synod. It remained vacant for over three months. Rev. J. C. 
Jacoby accepted a call to this mission, and entered upon his labors during 
April, 1886. The North Platte Conference held a meeting there shortly after- 
ward. The missionary reports things in rather a favorable condition. He is 
hopeful for a prosperous future. 

16. Waverly.—Immediately after the removal of Bro. Melick to Wayne, 
Bro. W. F. Eyster took charge of the work in this mission. At first he con- 
sented to supply the mission with preaching, but in June he accepted a call 
as its missionary. ‘This he did with the understanding that it should be only 
so long, until a missionary could be secured to locate among the people. 
The work at Waverly, under so able and devoted a leader, can not but be in 
a good condition. We hope and pray that Bro. Eyster may be able to labor 
long among this people. 

17. York Co. Mission.—This mission succeeded in calling a pastor soon 
. after the adjournment of our last meeting of Synod. Bro. G. H. Schnur, Sen., 
visited the field, and accepted a call to the same. This is a great and an im- 
portant point for our Church. There are two congregations belonging to this 
mission; the one has a beautiful and well located church building. At this 
place, the Bethel Church, a very interesting and profitable meeting was held 
last winter. A large number was added to the congregation. It was our 
pleasure to aid the missionary a few days in those services. A large com- 
munity is at present entirely under our care and control, Whilst the mission- 
ary may not be satisfied with the result of bis labors, yet we are sure that 
great success has attended his efforts, and that his labors have been abund- 
antly blessed. 

These are our regular missions at the present time. It is a matter for 
which we are to be devoutly grateful, that all these missions are supplied 
with the preaching of the gospel. We may well sing: “ Praise God from 
whom all blessings flow. 

The Loup Region.—The extension of the U. P. and B. and M. R. R. into the 
country of the south, middle and north Loup rivers, northwest from Grand 
Island, is opening a rich and promising field for settlement and home mission 
work. Rev. J. N. Lenker canvassed some of the new towns, and reports that 
a large Lutheran population has been and is coming to this part of the State. In 
Loup city, the seat of justice of Sherman county, some twenty Lutherans were 
found in a short visit, two of whom are prominent bankers, and own a large 
part of the townsite, and have promised us church lots. There are only a 
Methodist and a Catholic church. Rockville is a new railroad town without 
a church, so is also Howard City, and at both places there are more Lutherans 
than of any other denomination. The same may be said of the towns on the 
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B. & M. R. R., Ravenna and Broken Bow. We suggest the appointment of 
a suitable general home missionary for the Loup country, with headquarters 
in Loup City or Broken Bow. 

The great Elkhorn Valley country of northern Nebraska, is now open for 
settlement and home mission work, by the Chicago & North Western Rail 
road. The same railroad extends into the Black Hills, and in Dakota, and te 
Fort Fetterman, Wyoming, presenting an unlimited field to the Nebraska 
Synod for mission work. 

The Freld—Onur field reaches from the Missouri to the Pacific coast. This 
vast territory is ours. Our people are coming by the thousands. Christ says 
to us, Give ye them to eat. Many of these people come to us from other 
lands. As a rule they like the spirit and the polity of the General Synod. 
They cry to us for men. Several very important points could have been occe- 
pied, if we had had the right kind of men. If we had those, we would 
need little else. The money will come when the people have any at all, if 
we can place that kind of men in the field. | 

Our Scandinavian Work.—There isa large field open to us among our 
Scandinavian brethren. If we, as a Synod, wish to take up that work fully, 
something must be done by us in order that we may secure the men that are 
needed for the same. Special efforts should be put forth to supply the great . 
want among that people, so that they might have the bread of life. 

Our Missionaries.—\t affords us great pleasure to be able to say that our 
missonaries are able, active, earnest and devoted men. It is not possible to 
compute the good that has been accomplished by them during the past year; 
eternity alone can reveal the same. 

Special Places Claiming Attention —We have already called attention to 
the field which is ours to cultivate, but in this field there are places which are 
claiming our special and immediate attention. Among these are Lodge Pole, 
Potter, Denver Junction, Leadville, and the region round about. There are 
no doubt those present who know more about the true nature and condition of 
these places than we could tell, and we hope that all the information that can 
possibly be given will be imparted to this body. 

New Features in our Work I. It is with pleasure and gratitude that we 
refer to the new feature in the work of the Home Mission Board in our 
Synod, namely, in the appointment of Rev. I. W. Kimmel as missionary to 
Republican Valley. In this vast field of labor it becomes a necessity for some 
to cover a large territory. 

2. We greatly rejoice in the fact that the Church Extension Board has 
finally seen its way clear to appoint a secretary for the purpose of securing lots 
in the interest of our church. We congratulate that Board that they were 
able to find a man in our Synod, and one so well qualified for the discharge 
of the necessary duties in that work. 

Every minister and layman in our Synod should realize the fact that he has 
a duty resting upon him to aid, in whatever way possible, in securing lots on 
the best possible terms for the use of our church. Permit us to cal! attention 
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to the fac that the carrying out of the new features by these Boards requires 
money. Let us remember that some of it is expected from our territory. We 
who ere in the midst of this great mission field should not be behind in our 
contributions to these Boards. May we by God's help and grace be found 
faithful in all things Respectſully submitted. 


Home Missions. 

Rev. S. B. Barnitz, Western Secretary Board of Home Mis- 
sions, addressed the Synod on the great work of the General 
Synod in the home field. Having reached the Convention di- 
rectly from the Pacific coast, he dwelt upon the openings there, 
and the wisdom of the Woman's Home and Foreign Missionary 
Society in taking up that field. The wonderful openings in 
Oregon, Northern New Mexico and Washington Territories, Ne- 
braska, Kansas and lowa, indeed evervwhere, were set forth with 
earnestness. The Home Mission work of the year, as given to 
pastors and people, was set forth as follows : 

The cane. — Home Missions has for its object the evangelization of our 
own land. It seeks to accomplish this, 1st, By gathering into congregations 
and organizing into churches the scattered members of the household of faith, 
and helping them to support pastors. Matt. ix. 36. 2. By endeavoring to 
reach and save those who are still living in sin. 1 Tim. ii. 3,4. “If this 
generation is faithful to its trust, America is to become God's right arm in His 
battle with the world’s ignorance and gppression and sin.’ ( Strong). Amer 
ica Christianized means the world Christianized.” ( /oppin.) 

The Agency.—The Home Mission work of the General Synod is conducted 
through the agency of the Board of Home Missions. The Board consists of 
five ministers and four laymen, appointed every two years by the General 
_ Synod, to which body they are also required to make a full report of their 
work. Under direction of the General Synod, the Board considers and acts 
upon all applications for missionary aid ; receives the contributions of churches 
and individuals, and bequests for the work, and endeavors conscientiously to 
distribute the same impartiality so as to accomplish the best results. Each 
district Synod has also an Advisory Board, or Commitice on Home Missions, 
with whom the Board may consult in regard to the work on its territory. 

The Work.—At the present time 90 missionary charges are receiving aid 
from the Board. Four others have been added during the year, Twenty of 
them are new missions, taken on the Board since the last General Synod. 
They are distributed through 21 States and Territories, 43 of them being west 
of the Mississippi river. They have 7,639 communicant members. They 
have 91 Sunday-schools, with 9,931 officers, teachers and scholars; and pro- 
bably not less than 40,000 souls are ministered to directly by our missionaries. 
Four of the above missions are supported by the Woman's Missionary Society, 
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and they will begin a fifth at Los Angeles, California, October 1st. The mis. 
sion in Kansas City, Mo., is known as the “ Children’s Memorial,“ and is sup- 
ported by contributions from the Sunday schools. 

The Workers.—Two Secretaries give all their time to the service of the 
Board, superintending the work, visiting the missions, inspecting new fields, 
presenting the cause before Synods, conferences, and congregations, and solic. 
iting funds, etc. During the year closing April 1, 1886, 93 missionaries were 
in the employ of the Board, who preached 6,735 sermons, made over 18,000 
pastoral visits, and performed innumerable other services, the effects of which 
can not be computed in time, nor expressed in words. 

The Results.—The best results of these labors cannot be tabulated. Many 
of them will not be known until that day in which all secrets will be revealed. 
Many a seed of truth has been sown which will bear fruit in coming years. 
Waves of influence have been started which will roll on until they break on 
the shore of eternity. The full record of all this is kept by God alone. We 
can report, however, as a part of the immediate and tangible outcome of faith- 
ful work, that during the year closing April 1, 1886, 444 persons were te- 
ceived into the mission churches by confirmation, 146 by adult baptism, 357 
by letter from other Lutheran churches, 85 by letter from other denomina- 
tions, and 389 by restoration or renewal of profession of faith, making a total 
accession to the communicant membership of 1421, or an average of over 16 
for each mission. é 

The Cie. — No language can exaggerate either the extent, or the impor- 
tance, or the rich promise of the Home Mission field of the Lutheran Church 
in the United States. No other denomination has so many of its own people 
needing to be cared for by missionary effort. Besides the many promising 
openings for work in the growing towns and cities of our Eastern and Central 
States, and among our people who are going by hundreds from our churches 
in the East to settle in the newer states and territories west of the Mississippi, 
there are literally tens of thousands of Lutherans coming here every year from 
foreign lands, especially from Germany and the Scandinavian countries. Most 
of these must look to the missionary zeal and effort of the Lutheran Church 
for whatever pastoral attention or Gospel privileges they are to enjoy. Espe- 
cially is this true of the Anglicized children of these immigrants, who need 
English churches and pastors. Truly, “the harvest is great, but the laborers 
are few.” 

The Hund. From April 1, 1885, to April 1, 1886, the Board expended 
in the work $30,901.17. During the same same time they received from the 
synods $23,057.95; from the Woman's Missionary Society, $2,400 ; from in- 
dividuals, $1,168.90; from the Publication Society, $1,000; from legacies, 
$144; from Sunday-schools, not credited to synods, $141.66; collection at 
General Synod, $117.87 ; totai, $28,030.38. Though this is about $5,000 more 
than we received the previous year, it is still nearly $2,000 less than the 330 
ooo asked for by the General Synod. But for the Appeal issued by the Board 
last spring, and the quick and generous response to it, there vould᷑ have been 
a deficiency of over $10,000, which would have greatly crippled the work. 
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The Needs.—Two words embody them; men—moncy. More ministers to 
gather and care for the scattered sheep of the flock, and to go after and save 
the lost—this is the first great need of the Church. “Pray ye the Lord of the 
harvest that He would send forth laborers into His harvest. More money 
to assist in the support of these laborers is our second great need. If the work 
is not to suffer greatly, the Board must have every dollar of the $30,000 an- 
nually, called for by the last General Synod. This can easily be raised if 
every congregation will come up at least to their apportionment. Are there 
not also many individuals who can and will make sfecia/ contributions for this 
work as thank-offerings to God for special mericies and favors? And the re- 
ceipts from legacies should be much larger. More of our people should re- 
member the claims of God and the Church in their wills, and leave some of 
their possessions to go on doing good when the bands that have gathered them 
are still in death. 

The Motive.—The love of God and of His Christ, the love of souls for 
whom Christ died, the love of the Church which is our spiritual mother, love 
of country and the principle of stewardship, all unite in commending this great 
work of Home Missions to our sympathy and support. And all unite in urg- 
ing us to special zeal and liberality at the present time. It is plainly a crisis 
time—a time of great opportunities and great responsibilities, especially for 
our Lutheran Church. Shall we not strive to be equal to the occasion? Shall 
we not heed the call of Providence to increased activity and liberality? One 
man now is worth ten men ten years hence. Every dollar given now is worth 
a hundred then. Truly may we say of this work: Behold, now is the ac- 
cepted time; behold, now is the day of salvation.” 

The Journal.—We commend the Lutheran Missionary Journa/ to all our 
pastors and people as the best means for spreading missionary information and 
arousing a missionary spirit. It costs only 25 cents a year to clubs of ten or 
more. It should be in every home in the General Synod.

Was anything done during the year requiring action by these officers? (No. 
3. Orphans’ Home. It appears on page 26 that a Committee of five mem.

The following was adopted: | 

1. Since the new movement of the Board of Church Extension of the Gen- 
eral Synod to secure desirable sites for churches and parsonages in all the 
promising towns of the West, is of such an extensive character that it is im- 
possible for one commissioned agent of the Board to do this important work 
as it ought to be done, therefore would we most earnestly request all our 
ministers, whether in the active service or not, all our members who own ex- 
tensive landed interests in the West, and all our people located where we 
have no lots, to correspond and co-operate with their agent to realize the 
desires of the Board. 

2. We are convinced of the importance of not losing trace of a single 
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Lutheran family who moves to a place without a Lutheran church, since one 
family may be the means of securing church lots and organizing congreg: 
tions, and in this public manner we request al] such members themselves, and 
their pastors, to send their full addresses to the “ / w/hcram Address Contre” 
Grand Island, Neb., which has been of great assistance in our work, and 
should be perfected. 

3. Our short experience in this line of work teaches us that we should 90 
be satisied with anything but fhe wery best sites in every new town, andi 
would be unwise to take any lots that may be offered in the suburbs of small 
towns, when by a little effort to collect money in the town, with a small gif 
from abroad, we would secure the % locations. And since the possession of the 
best sites encourages our people so much we call attention to the oppor. 
tunity of giving the Board $25 and $50 gifts t have choice lots deeded to the 
Board to memorialize themselves or a friend. The Nebraska Synod, » 
greatly indebted to the lot mission work for a large part of its church proper). 
should have a special interest in this work in the future, and set a worthy er 
ample to others. 

4 We believe that our Lutheran people have located in the best farming 
sections of the State, as well as in the most promising towns, and our people 
coming from the East, as a rule, can do as well temporally, and certainly al 
ways better spiritually, by settling where they will have Lutheran Church 
privileges. We would, for the sake of Christ's cause, the Lutheran Church, 
and the people themselves, request all Lutherans coming West to settle where 
we have, or may soon have, a church. At the following places the Genen 
eral Synod has lots: Ord, one lot, worth $150; St. Paul, one lot (6175) 
Gothenburg, two lots ($150); Sidney, two lots ($2000) Lodge Pole, two lot 
($110); David City, two lots ($500); Beemer, one lot ($75); Omaha, five 
lots deeded by Mr. Olson, a Scandinavian member of the Kountze Memorial 
Church, to said church ($2000); Falls City, two lots ($500); Republic, Re 
public county, Kan., two lots ($140); Hollenberg, Kan, two lots ($159); 
Cheyenne, Wyoming Terr., two lots ($2500) —twenty four lots, worth about 
$8000; add the value of the lots at Grand Island and North Platte, where 
we recently erected churches, which were given to us, and we have some $3 
000 in twenty-eight lots With the help of the brethren, and the blessing of 
God, this will before many years be increased to $100,000. 

5. We think it very wise for congregations which have as yet no lots for 
parsonage sites, to take steps to secure the same now, while it may be done u 
little expense. When we erect an edifice to the worship of God, let us not be 
satished unless we have at least two lots for the same. 

6. Since the Board of Church Extension has requested their agent to bring 
before the Synod the importance of increasing the /oan fund, and the congre 
gation, in the midst of whom we meet, has a loan from the Board of $500, 
due the 16th of next November, half of which they are sure of, and request 
that an earnest effort be made during Synod to raise the balance, we hope 
the Synod will comply with their request.

1. Your meeting at Auburn being appointed for so early a date after August 
31st, when our vear ends, it is not strange that I have received only a small pan 
of the reports of congregational societies for the last quarter of the year. It u 
therefore impossible now to make definite use of figures in a report which 
would do perfect justice to our Society. 

2. The reports in hand indicate that during the year much work has been 
done systematically and well, and im a manner very creditable to some of the 
congregational societies. However, the number of active members and the 
amount of money reported as having been sent to our Synodical Treasurer, 
are not equal to our desires. - 

3. We would respectfully represent our cause to the women of our church 
through our pastors, earnestly praying that the woman's missionary work in 
Nebraska may be greatly increased in efficiency and influence.
